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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant asserts that there can not be found in the references to support the examiner assertion, that one of ordinary skill could find 
obvious of decreasing in size any input elements not included in the group of input elements increased in size by an equal amount. The 
Examiner disagrees. As stated in the previosu action the references are directed to emaphasing elements for selection. It would therefore 
reasonable to decrease elements that are not of interest to further emphasize elements for selection. In additional support it is noted of the 
instant rejection, if not inherent at least obvious, if an input unit is enlarged all the other keys that were not enlarged will be reduced in size 
when compared relative to the enlarged input units. The claimed invention as currently presented doe not preclude the Examiner from 
making the reasonable interpretation. 

Applicant asserts that the references fail to teach the limitation of automatically determing from the identity of a separate information unit 
corresponding to a first characer in a composition activity whether an input enrty is in a first mode or second mode. It is noted that the 
references have to be taken into consideration of one another. Shimada provides for the teaching of mode selection, whether the mode is 
for numbers or characters and only displaying characters corresponding to that mode on the display in a larger fashion than that they would 
typically need to be if each character were to be constantly displayed on the screen for selection. Venolia and Comerford both teach 
emphasizing characters based on a prediction of next likely units to select. It is the combination of the references that teach the claimed 
limitation. 
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
